WASHINGTON, OctT 20.—A heavy 


fog has settled down over the financial 
field, declared Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Houston today addressing the con- 
vention of the American Bankers As- 
sociation, 


"We still confront highly abnormal 


problems. What we need is more pa- 
triotism and less partisanship. He

As a matter of fact, compulsory arbitration does 
not apply as to Kings who by a nod can plunge peoples into war. 
Those Kings are gone. The last specimens of this medieval 
genus, the last pinchbeck Napoleons, now twiddle their helpleas 
thumbs in contemptible exile.
